By traveling under Marin Cir- 
cle, buses will be reviving a 
transportation tradition of 50 
years standing. 

The tunnel, finished in Decem- 
ber, 1911, was used by the South- 
ern Pacific’s “red trains” for 30 
years and by the Key System’s 
transbay Berkeley rail line for 
another 16 years until commute 
train service was abandoned in 
1958. 

Decision by the City of Berke- 
ley to pave the tunnel and con- 
struct a two-lane roadway and 
' sidewalk opens the tunnel to ve- 
hieular traffic and provides a di- 
rect route between Sutter Street 
and Solano. Avenue and The Ala- 
meda in Berkeley. 

To get full use of the roadway, 
the City of Berkeley also includ- 
ed in its construction plans a 
loading terminal on the roadway 
just off The Alameda, where 
buses will be able to take their 
terminal layover — eliminating 
the bothersome necessity of park- 
ing on The Alameda at Solano 
Avenue. 

The city also-has installed traf- 
fic signals at Solano and The 
Alameda which will prevent 
northbound trips on Line 43-A 
from making a coach stop at the 
intersection. As. result, north- 


bound buses will be rerouted via 
The Alameda, Marin Avenue, Co-

lusa Avenue, and then left on So- 
lano Avenue. Southbound buses 
maintain their present routing. 

Line F and Line 33 passengers 
wishing to travel down Solano 
will be able to make transfer 
connections to Line 43-A_ one 
block west at Colusa. 

The project development com- 
mittee also heard a report from 
General Manager K. F. Hensel 
on results of a study into furnish- 
ing bus service for the proposed 
Redwood Road and Skyline Blvd.
